The  Filbert  trees  grown  on  the  TURKISH  STOCK 
are  very  rapid  growers  and  should  be  planted  a  good 
distance  apart.  The  stock  has  shown  to  he  blight  re¬ 
sistant,  which  is  a  vital  factor  in  Filbert  Culture  This 
root  stock  develops  a  Tan  and  Lateral  roots  like  real 
Trees  should.  An  orchard  planted  with  this  NON¬
